Now, if ever, the financiers of the 
Patific Coast should back up manutac- 
turing projects. Half the world is ours 
if our men of money will but see the 
opportunity to grasp it. 

‘o maintain our merchant marine per- 
manently and to build our own prosperity 
solidly, we must have other cargoes than 
agricultural stuffs with which to load 
the ships.

It wilt be interesting to watelr: the 
progress ef the IHinois ease through the 
courts. It is sincerely to be desired that 
this man be punished as he deserves. 
Only in that way will regard for human 
life be instilled in the minds of those 
who drive ears. ! 

For a lomg time it has been the cus- 
tom, after any kind of railroad aecident 
to sue the railroad. Judges, juries and 
plaintiffs have all gone to court with the 
set belief that the railroad was guilty 
and should be made to pay. In the long 
run the people have footed the bill- 

It is time for the other party to ac- 
cidents to learn that the railroads are not 
always to blame—and that there is pun- 
ishment for the fool at the wheel of the 
death machine. 


A NEW ERA IS DAWNING 


This war brought about the dawn of 
a new day—a day of the common every 
day people, and democracy is going to 
mean something besides politics. 

The days of plutocracy were beautiful 
—for the plutocrats. But they have 
passed. The people have put their hands 
to the plow, and they are going to drive 
the furrow through. They propose to 
make it possible fur a man to do busi- 
ness in this country without license from 
a trust; they have already broken the 
hold of the big banks on the little ones. 

There are many who do not even yet 
realize how vast is the work of recon- 
struction. A great—and in some re- 
spects a wonderful—system has been 
builf up on privilege—tariff and other. 
Throngh cnormous contributions to cam- 
paign funds the great trusts and rail- 
roads purchased favors from the govern- 
ment. A few men with a direct and

selfish interest in the matter decided 
what our taxes should be. It was a 
veritable feudal system, based not on 
birth, but on wealth and usurped power- 

It is against this system that the na- 
tional administration backed by the peo- 
ple, has arrayed itself. We are seeking 
some measures of democracy in trade and 
commerce, as we have it in politics. The 
people have resolved that this country 
shall be what it was meant to be—the 
country of the average man. Whatever 
suffering there is is due to the fact that 
the evils were allowed to grow to such 
enormous proportions as to make their 
eradication extraordinarily difficult. The 
blame must rest, not on those who are 
now trying to right the wrongs, but on 
those who sat still and allowed them 
to reach their present proportions.
